rate, And what Security their Agreement with us iz Re 
[igion will afford. when they: ſhall have the Power, former 
Tnſtancesmay give. Demonſtration of. Foynt Intereſts have 
often ſecured the Peace of differing Religions , but agreeing 
Profeſsions hath. hardly an example of preſerving the Peace 
of different Intereſts,

inTou, and He ſhall zever deceive you. 9" 
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| There is one word more, Iam commanded to fay concer- 
ning the Debt is owing to the Goldſmiths. The King holds 
himſclfin Hozovr and Conſcienceobliged to ſce them ſatisfied. 
Befides, you all know how many Widows, Orphans, and par- 
ticular perſons , the publick Calamity hath overtaken, and 
how hard it is, that ſo diſproportionable a burthen ſhould 
fallupon them, evento their utter Ryive. The whole Caſe 
is ſo well and generally known, that T need ſay no more. 
Your great Wiſdems hath not done itat the firſt, peradven- 
ture that the Trade of the Barker might be ſuppreſſed; which 
end is now attained. So that now your great Goodneſs may re- 
ſtore to thoſe poorpeople, and the many innocent onesthat 
are concerned with them, ſome life and aſſurance of Pay- 
ment ina competent time. 
My Lords and Gentlemes, 1 have no more in command,
